DOG MAY STRIKE 
AGAIN, FEAR PAIR 

Couple want animal put down after their pet is mauled

A COUPLE whose dog was badly 
injured in an unprovoked attack are 
worried the “out of control” culprit 
could strike again. 

Stony Wood residents Neil and 
Jane Allen, both 48, are unsatisfied 
with the response of Essex Police 
after their beagle-pug cross was 
badly wounded for a second time by 
the same dog on Thursday, July 9. 

Police said a community resol¬ 
ution had been agreed between the 
Allens and the other owner, that the 
Terrier-type dog that carried out 
the attack must be kept on a lead. 

Dragged 

Four-year-old dog Mackenzie was 
dragged, shaken and suffered a 
punctured neck when he was 
attacked outside the Allens’ home 
at the end of a walk with family 
friend Andrea Oakley and her 
daughter Olivia. 

He has now recovered after 
receiving treatment from a vet for 
the second time in the space of a few 
months. 

Mrs Allen said: “I was out in my 
garden when I heard the scuffle, 
and I was horrified, annoyed and 
angry. The dog had its jaw around 
the neck of my dog, and it was a 
struggle to force her [the other dog] 
off.” 

The attacking dog was not with 
its owner and it is thought it 
escaped from its home. 


Mrs Allen now fears for the 
safety of children in the area. 

“It needs to be put down because 
it is dangerous,” said Mrs Allen. 

“I’m worried for the sake of chil¬ 
dren who are walking past. I don’t 
think a dog like that should 
be walking round the streets of 
Harlow.” 


“All the police have done is made 
a community order and I don’t feel 
that is sufficient.” 

An Essex Police spokeswoman 
said: “The matter has been handled 
through a community resolution 
that both parties signed up to. The 
resolution advised the man with the 
offending dog to keep it on a lead.”

Expect big 
delays as 
busy road 
will be shut 

MOTORISTS could be 
significantly delayed as one of 
Harlow’s busiest sections of road 
is set to close for improvements. 

The installation of a new mini¬ 
roundabout to replace traffic 
lights at the Southern Way - 
Tawneys Road junction will see a 
key section of the road shut. 

Businesses on Bush Fair and 
motorists travelling to the Mil 
will be affected by the complete 
closure of Tawneys Road and 
partial closure of Southern Way, 
between Tysea Road and 
Tillwicks Road, for the duration 
of the work. 

Works to install the seventh 
mini-roundabout within a 0.8 
mile stretch of Southern Way 
will begin on Sunday, July 26 and 
are scheduled to finish on 
Monday, August 17. 

Closed 

The section of Southern Way 
will be closed only between 4pm- 
5.30am for the duration. 

Commonside Road and 
Tendring Road are likely to be 
used by commuters in a bid to 
bypass the works. 

A spokesman from Essex 
Highways said: “May I apologise 
in advance for any 
inconvenience or disruption 
caused. Access for residents will 
be maintained as is reasonably 
practical, however some delays 
may occur.” 

Chris Lewis-Smith from 
Harlow’s Hub and Spoke, a 
cycling business in Bush Fair, 
said: “From a cycling perspective 
it is a difficult junction as we’re 
at the mercy of motorists. 

“The new mini-roundabout 
does not take the cycle path into 
account and could be considered 
quite dangerous. I have got to 
look three ways and make a mad 
dash for it. 

“It might be better than the 
current traffic lights, but a 
proper crossing would be better 
still for pedestrians and 
cyclists.”

GP surgeries are 
‘among the worst’ 

NFIS survey finds patient satisfaction is low

FOUR GP surgeries in Harlow score 
poorly for patient satisfaction accord¬ 
ing to the results of NHS survey. 

The figures on the NHS Choices 
website show the percentage of 
patients, who said they would recom¬ 
mend the surgery. 

Addison House, The Hamilton Prac¬ 
tice, Church Langley Medical Practice 
and The Practice Osier House were all 
ranked ‘among the worst’ performing 
when pitted against the results of sur¬ 
geries from across the UK. 

The Practice Osier House in Potter 
Street was the worst performing in 
terms of patient satisfaction with just 
46.3 per cent of patients asked saying 
they would recommend the service. 

Addison House clocked a below-par 
51 per cent figure of respondents 
happy to recommend it. 

The Hamstel Road GP also only 
achieved a one star rating from 


reviewers on the website. 

The Hamilton Practice in Bush Fair 
and Church Langley Medical Practice 
fared slightly better- clocking scores of 
61 per cent and 63.1 per cent respect¬ 
ively. 

Patients of all four surgeries were 
vocal in their discontentment when 
commenting on the Star Facebook 
page. 

User Nicola Humphreys said she 
found receptionists “intrusive” when 
she tried to get an appointment at 
Church Langley. 

“Addison House doctors are the 
worst,” added disgruntled patient 
Carla Budd. 

While Craig Juhas wrote: “I’m at 
Hamilton Practice and I find the 
people who work there very friendly 
and helpful, my only criticism is the 
ridiculous waiting time for an 
appointment.” 

At the other end of the scale was 
Nuffield House Health Clinic and Old 
Harlow Health Centre, with scores of 


92.1 per cent and 91 per cent respect¬ 
ively, being Harlow’s only surgeries in 
the ‘good’ category. 

Ranking between 71 and 85 per cent, 
Harlow’s other four centres all ranked 
in the middle ‘ok’ category. 

Despite the varying satisfaction 
scores, the results also showed all the 
clinics to have an electronic prescrip¬ 
tion service, to be accepting new 
patients and to have facilities to book 
appointments online and order repeat 
prescriptions online. 

Alastair McIntyre, an NHS spokes¬ 
man, said: “It is always a concern 
when our GPs are rated poorly 
however NHS Choices only offers a 
small snapshot of information. For 
example Addison House Surgery has 
22 responses but a patient list of almost 
14,000. 

“We are working with all of our GP 
practices to improve patient waiting 
times. A big challenge remains the 
number of people booking appoint¬ 
ments and failing to attend.” 


Bridge set to 
close from 
Monday for 
replacement 

A WEAKENED road bridge span¬ 
ning the River Lee near Harlow is 
to be reconstructed from Monday 
as it can no longer support heavy 
vehicles. 

Essex Highways structural 
engineers will rebuild the Fish 
and Eels Bridge, which carries 
Dobbs Weir Road between Harlow 
and Hoddesdon, as it can no 
longer support heavy vehicles. 

Work is scheduled to start on 
Sunday, July 27, and is expected to 
be complete by the end of January 
2016. 

A new permanent footbridge 
will be built on the south side of 
the bridge and a footpath will be 
provided on the north side. 

Essex County Council’s cabinet 
member for highways and trans¬ 
portation, Cllr Rodney L Bass, 
said: “Structural surveys have 
clearly shown the ironwork sup¬ 
porting Fish and Eels Bridge has 
corroded to the extent that it has 
become dangerous for vehicles to 
cross it, especially commercial 
vans and trucks. 

“Clearly we need to maintain 
the safety of everyone who needs 
to use it.” 

The reconstruction project will 
require Dobbs Weir Road to be 
closed to vehicles for the dur¬ 
ation, although access for local 
residents and businesses will be 
maintained throughout. 

A signed diversion will direct 
drivers onto sections of Essex 
Road, Charlton Way, High Road, 
Station Road, Nazeing New Road, 
North Street and Sedge Green, 
while a temporary footpath will 
be provided for pedestrians and 
cyclists. 

Boats will be allowed to use the 
River Lee and canal during the 
construction programme, 

however an occasional closure of 
the canal may be required for 
safety reasons. 

Cllr Bass, added: “Inevitably, 
projects of this kind will lead to 
disruption and longer journey 
times, but it is very necessary 
work and will serve to maintain 
our highways to the highest pos¬ 
sible standard.”

Council to refurbish 12 
derelict traveller pitches 

Extensive upgrade works are expected to cost £628,000

UP to a dozen derelict pitches at the 
Fern Hill traveller site in Harlow could 
be brought back into use to meet Gov¬ 
ernment guidelines. 

The proposals, which also include 
refurbishing the current pitches, will 
cost £628,000. The work will be paid for 
by a combination of national funding 
and money from Harlow Council and 
Essex County Council. 

Councillor Emma Toal, Harlow 
Council’s portfolio holder for youth 
and community, said: “The Fern Hill 
site has been part of our town for many 
years but it has deteriorated and as a 
result now requires substantial invest¬ 
ment. 

“This is about working together 
with Essex County Council to refur¬ 
bish derelict plots at an established 
permanent traveller site. This is to 
meet the projected need for pitches for 


travellers who choose to be part of the 
settled community.” 

Both councils are proposing to apply 
for national funding to rebuild 12 
derelict pitches at the Fern Hill Lane 
site. 

If a bid is successful, both councils 
will match fund the investment by 
allocating £70,000 each to upgrade 
existing pitches at the site. 

Earlier this year, Harlow Council 
and Essex County Council were gran¬ 
ted an interim injunction to prevent 
unauthorised camps from being set up 
on 454 ‘parcels’ of land in the town. 

Authorised 

Cllr Toal added: “It is well-known 
that there is a lack of authorised 
pitches for travellers across the UK. 
For nearly 18 months Harlow exper¬ 
ienced what can happen as a result of 
this issue not being addressed, when 
the town had 109 different unauthor¬ 
ised traveller encampments. 


“When we go back to the High Court 
later this year about the injunction, it 
is important we demonstrate we are 
exploring every avenue to address the 
issue, and I hope other councils in 
Essex follow our example.” 

A report commissioned in 2014 by 
the Essex Planning Officers Associ¬ 
ation predicted that up to 2018 an extra 
387 new authorised Gypsy and Trav¬ 
eller pitches are needed in Essex with 
a minimum of nine new pitches 
required in Harlow. The same assess¬ 
ment also predicts that an extra five 
new pitches will be needed in Harlow 
between 2018 and 2023. 

The two permanent traveller sites in 
Harlow at Fern Hill Lane and Eliza¬ 
beth Way are owned and managed by 
Essex County Council. 

The Elizabeth Way site provides 21 
pitches and the Fern Hill site has 
capacity for 24 pitches. Currently 12 
pitches at Fern Hill are in use but 10 
require extensive refurbishment and a 


further 12 pitches have been derelict 
and unused for more than 10 years. 
There are currently in excess of 30 
families waiting for pitches on the 
Harlow sites. 

Those living on authorised perman¬ 
ent local authority-run sites pay coun¬ 
cil tax, rent and utility bills. 

Community 

Councillor Roger Hirst, Essex 
County Council’s cabinet member for 
customer services, libraries, planning 
and the environment, said: “Following 
the recent events in Harlow with unau¬ 
thorised encampments, we are work¬ 
ing closely in partnership with Harlow 
District Council to bring 12 derelict 
plots back on line to provide much 
needed homes for the gypsy/traveller 
community.” 

A report outlining the proposals is 
due to be discussed at tonight’s 
(Thursday) Harlow Council cabinet 
meeting.

of reference for the 
implementation of the Decent 
Homes, Modern Homes program 
and the Major Works Procedure. 

It was only after we evidenced 
shortcomings in the 
implementation of management, 
work quality, clerk of the works 
inspections and customer care 
against the decent homes terms 
of reference that some officers 
chose to engineer our 
involvement out of the 
engagement process. 

So it seems that rather than 
fix the problem housing services 
stopped the tenant scrutiny and 
right of challenge that had 
identified the evolving problems 
in the first place and are going to 
take control of tenant 
participation, effectively 
shutting it down. 

I have spoken to a number of 
our councillors about this and 
they seem to think that as they 
are not involved in housing it’s 
not their problem. Some 
councillors work very hard for 
their residents, but now we need 
councillors that will stand up 
and hold our senior officers to 
account, I thought this was how 
democracy works.

What really 
happened? 

SIR The headline of your article 
about Michael Barrymore suing 


Essex Police for wrongful arrest 
(Star, June 9) referred to the 
‘pool death’ of Stuart Lubbock. 
The caption under a photo of 
Barrymore mentioned the death 
of Stuart Lubbock in 
Barrymore’s swimming pool and 
the article stated Stuart’s body 
was "found in the star’s 
swimming pool". 

It’s true that Barrymore and 
his associates claimed that 
Stuart was swimming in his pool 
in the early hours of Saturday, 
April 1 but the evidence suggests 
otherwise. 

Stuart suffered a violent 
sexual assault that night which 
was the main cause of death. 
There are two other unarguable 
facts: that at 5.46am a call was 
made to Essex Ambulance 
Service and that when the 
ambulance staff arrived they 
found Stuart’s body, clad only in 
boxer shorts, by the side of the 
swimming pool. The question is 
what happened before 5.46am? 

The now-discredited 
pathologist who carried out the 
post mortem examination 
pronounced Stuart’s death a 
drowning, but three other 
pathologists called in by the 
coroner said Stuart had died 
from a sexual assault, heart 
attack and asphyxia. An 
acknowledged expert in 
drowning was sure that Stuart 
had not drowned. 

Another crucial line of 
evidence was whether or not 
anyone was in the swimming 


pool that evening. It was a cold 
April morning and, as was 
admitted at the inquest, the pool 
had never been opened all 
winter. There is evidence to 
suggest that the electrically- 
operated pool cover was only 
uncovered after Stuart had died. 

Essex Police failed to perform 
a diatom test of the pool water 
which would have established 
conclusively whether anyone 
had been in the pool that night. 

Another crucial fact was the 
temperature of the pool water. If 
the pool had only been opened 
up after Stuart died, it would 
have been cold. 

Amazingly, Essex Police 
allowed Barrymore’s manager, 
who was already at the scene, to 
provide evidence as to the pool 
temperature. 

As the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission found 
in their 2008 report on the case: 
“To ask a member of the public 
to take the temperature of a pool 
under such circumstances is a 
failure to carry out an officer’s 
duties conscientiously and 
diligently, contrary to the Code 
of Conduct”. 

There are those who know 
what happened that night. Now 
would be a good opportunity for 
those who, for whatever reason, 
have kept silent about that 
night’s events to tell the police 
what really did happen.

PRIMARY schools paid tribute to 
the hard work of students and 
staff after impressive Year 6 SAT 
results across Harlow.

Teacher looking for 
fundraising students 

Pupils at Passmores helped burn victims in Africa

A CHARITY is hoping to reunite a 
group of former Passmores Sec¬ 
ondary School pupils with a 
burns victim they helped more 
than 15 years ago. 

Children of Fire, co-founded by 
former journalist Bronwen 
Jones, helps young African people 
who have been scarred, disfigured 
and sometimes blinded in fires by 
sourcing medical treatment and 
providing education. 

From 1997-2000 the former 
Tendring Road school, now re¬ 
named Passmores Academy, 
worked with the charity under the 
direction of then-English teacher 
Helen Gaize. 

Mrs Gaize, 63, who left the 
school in 2002, said: “I am hoping 
to get former students re¬ 
involved. It would be wonderful if 
the compassion shown for these 
inspiring children was re-awoken 
so that more children could have 
more hope.” 

More than 450 children have 
been helped by the charity since 
CoF was set-up in 1997 when Mrs 
Jones found three-year-old Dorah 
Mokoena in a South African hos¬ 
pital. 

She had severe burns that left 
her blind and without hands after 
being caught in her cot during a 
house fire. Mrs Jones adopted 
Dorah and she underwent extens¬ 
ive reconstruction surgery to give 
her lips and eyelids. 


Dorah, now 21, is still very 
dependent on the care of Mrs 
Jones, with whom she lives in 
Pinner in north London. 

Over the three year period Mrs 
Gaize and her students created a 
learning aid for Dorah who vis¬ 
ited the school on several occa¬ 
sions. 

But when Mrs Gaize left the 
school at the turn of the century 
the link came to an end. Now, after 
an out of the blue phone call from 
Mrs Jones, the pair are hoping to 


reunite Passmores alumni. 

Mrs Gaize added: “A substantial 
amount of children in various 
year groups were involved and we 
were even on Sky News at one 
point. 

“I would urge ex-students to 
look at the website and contact 
Bronwen if they would like to be 
involved once more. 

“The children are in tremend¬ 
ous need of funding and support. 
Surgeons will often lend their 
skills for free but hospitals charge 


for the up-keeping of children 
who are not on the NHS. 

“The experience was good for 
both the students, who learned 
about how children could live 
through different circumstances 
and also Dorah, to meet new 
people. 

“It is easy to forget that behind 
the burns she is a young 
woman.”

First organ donation decrease in more than 10 years 


MORE than 50 Essex residents 
have died waiting for a transplant 
in the past five years as the num¬ 
ber of people donating organs 
falls for the first time in a dec¬ 
ade. 

Figures published on Monday 
revealed that 58 Essex residents 
died waiting for a transplant in 
the past five years. 

NHS Blood and Transplant is 
highlighting the figures as it pub¬ 


lishes the annual Transplant 
Activity Report, which details 
organ donation and transplant¬ 
ation across the UK. 

On average, three people in the 
UK die each day in need of an 
organ transplant. It is the first 
time in 11 years that donations 
have fallen. 

Currently, four out of ten fam¬ 
ilies do not give permission to 
donate when approached. The 


latest figures show that last year 
in Essex, 80 lives were saved or 
improved thanks to deceased 
donation. 

In Essex, 31 people also bene- 
fitted from a living donor trans¬ 
plant where donors gave a kidney 
or part of their liver. 

NHS Blood and Transplant is 
asking people in Essex to join the 
Organ Donor Register and then 
tell their family and friends about 


their decision. 

Sally Johnson, NHS Blood and 
Transplant's Director of Organ 
Donation and Transplantation, 
said: “We are truly grateful to the 
deceased donors who enabled 80 
people in Essex to receive an 
organ transplant last year. Their 
donations have saved and 
improved lives.”

RESIDENTS and traders fear a 
proposed minicab office near Har¬ 
low Town station could bring a 
busy road to a standstill. 

Private hire firm Metro Cars 
has submitted plans for a new 24- 
hour office in half of the currently 
vacant Unit 3 of Mill Court. 

The planning application states 
Metro Cars will claim 16 of the 105 
parking spaces in Mill Court leav¬ 
ing neighbours feeling pushed 
out. 

However owners of the taxi 
firm say they only intend to use 
four. 

“The taxi rank will limit the 
amount of space that I have,” said 
a 24-year-old resident of Mill 
Court, who asked not to be named. 
“If my mother was wanting to 
come round there won’t be any¬ 
where for her to park. 

“Traffic is already slow getting 
in and out of the car park. It is not 
something we residents want and 
I certainly don't want it there. 

“There is not enough space.” 

A decision on whether the 
plans will be granted will be made 
by Harlow Council's development 
management committee. 

In a submission to the council, 


one resident wrote: “There is a 
taxi rank at the station which 
adequately serves the public. The 
noise levels will increase, which 
will affect the residents of the flats 
in Mill Court and parking spaces 
for residents will be affected.” 

An online petition has also 
been launched against the plans, 
with 59 people adding their sig¬ 
nature so far. 


Metro Cars say the are com¬ 
mitted to employing three full 
time and one part time staff if the 
plan are approved. 

A spokesman said: “We require 
four parking spaces but because 
of planning legislation it is clas¬ 
sified as 16 as that is the minimum 
that can be applied for. 

“We are currently picking 
people up from the station as it is 


so it won't make a big difference. 

“Metro Cars would like a bigger 
portion of business from picking 
up customers at the station, so 
that is why we are moving.” 

The application was received 
by the council on June 30 who are 
currently consulting with the 
public.

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Hospice diesel 
thief is jailed 
for 21 months

A 22-YEAR-OLD man from Har¬ 
low who stole £1,600 of diesel from 
the St Clare Hospice leaving them 
without water has been jailed for 
21 months. 

Jake Seaton, of Barnmead, was 
arrested after CCTV still images 
were released by police but he 
claimed at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Friday that it was a case 
of mistaken identity. 

But after hearing evidence 
from facial mapping experts, jur¬ 
ors found him guilty after four 
hours of deliberation. 

Despicable 

Judge Anthony Goldstaub QC 
told Seaton, who denied the theft 
on May 12 last year: “It’s difficult 
to think of a meaner or more 
despicable offence than to steal oil 
from vulnerable patients.” 

Raj Joshi, prosecuting, told the 
jury: “St. Clare is a charitable 
hospice tending ill people aged 18 


and over with life limiting con¬ 
ditions. 

“They get their power from 
diesel stored in a container and on 
May 12 the boiler stopped working 
and there was no water. An invest¬ 
igation revealed through CCTV a 
man siphoning the diesel. 

“Pictures were enhanced and 
distributed to the media and 
Seaton was later arrested and 
taken into custody.” 

Seaton was distinguishable by 
his “hair and nose”, PC Steve 
Bowering told the court. 

However, Michael Edmonds, 
defending, pointed out his ori¬ 
ginal statement had contained no 
reference to these factors. 

Seaton declined to give evid¬ 
ence and in his closing speech Mr 
Edmonds, showing the jury pic¬ 
tures of the man caught on CCTV, 
asked: “Can you be sure it was the 
defendant? 

“Identification is an extremely 
dangerous area - miscarriages of 
justice on the basis of incorrect 
identification has become so com¬ 


mon it is one of the most difficult 
areas for jurors.” 

Following the verdict Mr 
Edmonds applied for an adjourn¬ 
ment for a pre-sentence report but 
Judge Goldstaub said there was 
“no point”. 

Suspended 

Seaton had previous convic¬ 
tions involving six sentences for a 
total of 11 offences and he was 
under a suspended sentence at the 
time of the fuel theft and on bail. 

Jailing him Judge Goldstaub 
said: “You were born in Harlow 
and had lived there all your life. 
Everybody from Harlow knows 
about the hospice where patients 
who are terminally ill go for care 
in the last days of their lives.” 

He said that it was “essential 
for their ease as they prepare to 
pass from this world to the next” 
that they were kept comfortable 
and added that the water and heat¬ 
ing which was necessary for them 
was funded by charitable dona¬ 
tions.

HUGE mountains, the size of the Rockies 
in America, have been discovered on Pluto 
thanks to a revolutionary new space 
probe. 

The New Horizons craft took the first 
pictures of the dwarf planet last week and 
also captured images of its moon Charon 
and small moon Hydra. 

Scientists were astounded by the new 
images and predict the mountains to be up 
to 3,300m high and named the region 
Clyde Tombaugh after the physician who 
discovered Pluto in 1930. 

The probe was launched in 2006 and the 
photos captured last week mark the end of 
a project that was started in 1990 as part of 
a mission to learn more about Pluto, which 
in that time has been downgraded from a 
planet to a dwarf planet. 

New Horizons captured higher quality 
images than any previously seen of Pluto. 
Scientists want to keep looking at it for two 
more rotations, which accounts for around 
12 earth days. 

Although 12,500km sounds like a long 
way, the distance is the closest any craft 
has come to Pluto and the findings have 
provided scientists with valuable data. 

It is believed the mountains show that 
the environment must have been resur¬ 
faced by a geological process- such as 
volcanism- in the past 100 million years.

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Pregnant horse 
in ‘terrible state’ 


Named Twiglet due to emaciated state

A MAN has admitted neglecting a 
pregnant horse so badly she was 
named Twiglet when found by the 
RSPCA as she was so hungry she 
was chewing a branch. 

At Chelmsford Magistrates’ 
Court on Monday, Aaron Gumble, 
18, of The Sweyns, pleaded guilty 
to animal welfare offences con¬ 
cerning a black and white mare - 
including failing to address poor 
body condition and weight loss, 
not providing veterinary care for 
wounds on her back and not 
providing suitable environment, 
fresh drinking water or treating 
hooves. 

He was disqualified from keep¬ 
ing horses for five years, given a 
12-month community order 
involving 180 hours unpaid work, 
and made to pay £1,200 in costs. 

The RSPCA was first called in 
December 2013 after concern had 
been raised about the horse, now 
called Twiglet, found on Harlow 
Common. She was tethered, and 
had no water, hay, and was in a 
very poor body condition. 

Despite several attempts to 
advise the defendants on the 
horse's care she was again found 
in an emaciated condition by a 
Redwings officer in February and 
so was taken into possession by 


police on welfare grounds and 
placed into their care. At this 
stage she was four months preg¬ 
nant. 

An RSPCA inspector said: 
“Poor Twiglet was in a terrible 
state. She was emaciated with 
open infected wounds on her body 
which had not been treated, and 
was also extremely dehydrated. 

“She was living in completely 
unsuitable conditions without 
food or water. She was given the 
name Twiglet because she so 
hungry when she was found, that 
she was eating a branch - the only 
food she could find. 

“We had given a lot of advice 
and issued three advisory notices, 


yet the advice had not been 
heeded so we had no choice but to 
take her into care. We had to 
prosecute to prevent further 
horses from suffering.” 

Senior field officer Jo Franklin 
said: “Twiglet was in extremely 
poor condition when we found 
her. In fact she was so thin that we 
had no idea she was actually preg¬ 
nant. 

“Thank goodness we got to her 
when we did as she would never 
have had the nutrition she needed 
if we had left her where she was. 
She was brought to Redwings and 
in the September she gave birth to 
a healthy foal who we named 
Frazzle.”

“However, Harlow has changed 
so much in that time I had no luck 
finding it.” 

Mrs Kaira is currently on hol¬ 
iday, but will be continuing her 
efforts to track down Bob when 
she returns on August 4. 

She said Bob, pictured left, is 
from Harlow but may also have 
lived in Barnet with his wife. 

Mrs Kaira is unsure exactly 
when the photo was taken, but she 
estimates it to be from the early 
1970s. If you have information 
about Bob or recognise the man in

has played with both Buzzcocks and as part of 
his solo tour a decade ago. 

"We played there many years ago and I have 
fond memories of playing there. It is a great 
venue for the community.

Councils and 
the government are more interested in 
finance than art and nothing is in place to 
protect these centres."

Angela received her first commission for a 
sculpture in 1964, when she was asked to get 
involved with the design for a church in St 
Albans. 

Alan said: “She does all sorts really, mainly 
carving stone but recently she has begun 
using stainless steel.” 

Angela’s success continued in 2014 when she 
was one of the sculptors chosen to provide 
works for the rebuilding of the Longford 
Cathedral in Ireland. 

Alan added: “She has a gift to relate her 
work to specific locations, whether a nature 
reserve, a church interior or a building 
facade.” 

Alan, a former art teacher at the former 
East Herts College, himself paints and draws 
using oil paints, water colours and acrylics on 
a variety of canvases. 

He said much of his work is inspired by the 
local area around his Essex home and his 
former workplace in Turnford. 

His major exhibition, entitled Fifty Great 
British Trees, has toured the country, being on 
display all over the county and elsewhere, 
including The Tree Council in London. 


The exhibition, inspired by the trees of 
Hatfield House, has also visited The Boxfield 
Gallery in Stevenage and Wimpole Hall. 

Alan said that what links the pair’s work is 
a love of trees and nature, with Alan 
displaying that outside art by becoming a keen 
conservationist. 


The exhibition begins on Monday and will 
remain at the Civic Centre gallery until 
Friday, September 11. 

The display is open between 9am and 4.45pm 
from Monday to Friday, with extra Saturday 
opening hours from 11am until 2pm from 
Saturday, August 8, until August 22.

hen it was announced that Paul 
Rudd was going to be playing the 
title role in Ant-Man, the latest 
addition to the ever expanding 
Marvel Cinematic Universe, the 
news was met with surprise. 

“I knew they wanted to cast somebody that you 
would say, ‘really?’ Not somebody who seems 
unapproachable, but a guy you’re going to be able 
to get into the story with,” says the 46-year-old 
actor. 

“I knew people might be questioning it, but I 
didn’t,” he adds. “But then again, I’m super 
arrogant.” 

Michael Douglas, who plays his mentor in the 
movie, has admitted he had to Google Rudd’s 
name when he found out he’d been picked for the 
part, but then, despite toiling away for two 
decades and appearing in the likes of Friends and 
the Anchorman movies, Rudd hasn’t fully become 
a household name. That might change now. 

“You kind of cross that bridge when you come 
to it,” says the actor, who has a son and daughter 
with his wife of 13 years, Julie. 

“The only thing I’ve tried to make clear to my 
kids is that I love what I do, it’s a great job, and 
it’s very important in life to love what you do. 

“They’ve grown up with people wanting to take 
selfies, asking for autographs or yelling 
something from a movie. It might become a little 
bit more intense [now], and if it does, it’s gonna 
be a bummer,” he adds. “You know, they’re my 
life, and in the grand scheme of things, it [fame] is 
not really important, so I don’t put too much 
importance on it.” 

Born to British parents in New Jersey, Rudd 
was raised in Kansas and made his acting debut 
in the TV series Sisters, before appearing in the 
1995 classic Clueless, opposite a teenage Alicia 
Silverstone. He doesn’t appear to have aged much 
since playing the hot stepbrother in the 
much-loved movie. 

“That’s nice of you to say,” Rudd says, raising 
half a smile. “I see the difference, but I’m thrilled 
that you would think I haven’t.” 

Following roles in Romeo + Juliet and The Cider 
House Rules, he appeared alongside Bradley 
Cooper, Amy Poehler and Elizabeth Banks in the 
2001 cult classic comedy Wet Hot American 
Summer.

Now the cast has reunited for a prequel to that 
film, which will soon be available on Netflix, and 
follows the counsellors and campers on their first 
day at Camp Firewood in the summer of 1981. 

“All of us loved working on the movie very 
much,” says Rudd. “We didn’t think it was gonna 
be a big old hit, which it wasn’t,” he recalls, 
laughing. “But it’s grown into kind of a cult status 
over the years.” 

The fact they’re now appearing in a prequel, 
almost 15 years older than they were in the 
original, amuses him. 

“We were too old to play those parts the first 
time round, so playing [even] younger just adds to 
the whole absurdity of it.” 

Given the cast are all busy juggling successful 
careers, he admits it was a logistical nightmare 
for the director, David Wain, to pull everything 
together. 

“David really is a magician, he can film one 
person one day and then film another person a 
week later, and then he can edit it and you’d never 
know they weren’t there [together]. It’s seamless.” 

The original movie cost under a million US 
dollars to make, Rudd recalls, and it went in their 
favour that they were a group of unknowns at the 
time. 

“Nobody knew who we were and nobody was 



paying any attention. That’s why we got to make 
something with such a singular vision.” 

Whether it would be made now, he doesn’t 
know. 

“It would have a tougher time getting made, but 
then I think it’s tough to get anything made.” 

A year after the film came out, Rudd was cast 
as hippie Phoebe’s love interest in the hit US 
sitcom Friends. He was only supposed to appear 
in a couple of episodes, but the characters ended 
up marrying. 

“You know, that was a trip, the whole thing 
seems like a blur to me,” he says. “You can turn 
on the TV right now and it’s probably playing on 
some channel and it plays in every country in the 
world. 

“ I was very aware, even then, thinking, ‘more 
people will see this episode of this show than 
anything I’ve ever done combined, times a 
hundred’.” 

Over the past ten years, he’s worked with his 
close-knit group of friends - including Jason 
Segel, Adam McKay, husband and wife stars Judd 
Apatow and Leslie Mann - on a number of comic 
projects, such as Knocked Up, This Is 40 and The 
40-Year-Old Virgin. 

“It’s one of the great things about having so 
many talented friends; they’re always doing stuff, 
so there’s a lot of cross- pollination happening.” 

“Like Forgetting Sarah Marshall,” Rudd says, 
by way of example. “Jason said, ‘Oh, we’re gonna 
shoot this movie, will you come down and play 
this surfing instructor?’ You say, ‘Yeah totally 4 , 
because it’ll be fun.” 

It was the same with 2004’s Anchorman, a 
comedy about a news team headed up by Will 
Ferrell’s Ron Burgundy. 

The team reunited for the sequel in 2013, which 
grossed over $170million worldwide. 

“I don’t really watch the movies that I’ve done, 
but Anchorman is on cable a lot and that’s one 
where I will stop and watch for a few minutes 
because Ron Burgundy is just such a sublime 
creation.” 

He insists they’ve not had a conversation 
regarding a third movie. 

“I wouldn’t wanna...I don’t know...” Judd says, 
faltering. “I have no idea. None of us are talking 
about it.”

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Summertime with Gennaro 


Salads and barbecues may be summer staples, but leave room on the 
menu for some Italian-inspired fare, TV cook Gennaro Contaldo tells 
Keeley Bolger 





SUMMER FLAVOURS: Gennaro’s pasta salad with grilled peppers and olives 


he sizzling weather might signal the start 
of holiday season for many of us, but 
while we slow down into relax mode, 
Italian cook Gennaro Contaldo is gearing 
up for another busy summer. 

A great friend and mentor to Jamie Oliver, 
Contaldo is heavily involved in Oliver’s Italian 
restaurant chain and has just released The Pasta 
Book - his second cookery title this year - which 
is tied in with the younger chef’s online Food 
Tube channel. He’s also appearing at The Sausage 
and Beer Festival at Jimmy’s Farm on Saturday 
where he’ll be doing a cooking demonstration. 

It’s hard work, but work he clearly loves. 

“A chef will always be a chef, it doesn’t matter 
what kind of weather it is,” reasons the 
66-year-old, who splits his time between London 
and Norfolk, with his wife Liz and their 
11-year-old twin daughters. 

“It’s nice to have a rest in the summer, but 
summer is also a nice time in the restaurant. The 
market stalls are full of incredible fresh 
vegetables, fish, herbs... People walk around with 
a big smile on their faces. It makes you happy.” 

Contaldo - who tries to bat away being called a 
chef, preferring to refer to himself as a cook (“You 
can call me a chef when I am 100 years old. It is a 
chance for me to live longer”) - was born on the 
Amalfi Coast and has been whipping up meals 
since he was nine years old, having been bitten by 
the foodie bug when he started helping out in his 
father’s friend Alfonso’s restaurant. 

Frequently swapping recipes and tips with 
Oliver and his other great pal Antonio Carluccio, 
who he travelled around Italy with to film 2011 
cookery series Two Greedy Italians, Contaldo’s 
daughters have also felt the benefit of his wisdom, 
and learned to cook at a “very, very, very young 
age”. 

“At the age of seven, they could make their own 
risotto,” he reveals proudly. 

“They can go into a restaurant and choose 
whatever they like. They do that. I’m a cook you 
see, it’s a part of the culture. You never know 
where they might be [later on in life], it’s nice to 
know they will be able to make something to eat.” 

Even though their father will be within arm’s 
reach of the kitchen this summer, the family will 
make plenty of trips to Norfolk, to relax in their 
200-year-old cottage and enjoy the nearby seaside. 

“I was born near the sea,” Contaldo says. “The 
first thing I heard was the sea. 

“The sea was my swimming pool and the beach

was my playground. I do miss the sea. When I first 
came to England, the nearest place to see the sea 
was Brighton and I couldn’t wait to go and run 
my fingers through it. 

“It would transport me to my hometown, 
because the sea goes to every corner, every 
channel, everywhere. If I touch the sea, it is a 
touch to my home town. The sea is peace to me.” 

Although the sea is no longer in daily touching 
distance, Contaldo seeks solace in his plate, 
loading up on pasta dishes with plenty of fresh 
fish. 

And rather than being stodgy and heavy, he 
insists that pasta is the perfect meal for summer. 

“Summer pasta is good, everything is fresh and 
in season,” he says. 

“Use your imagination and think, ‘I’ve got this 
nice ingredient, it will go well with the pasta and 
make a lovely marriage’. Just don’t experiment 
too much. 

“You can give it a go and say, ‘You know what? 
Gennaro said it was good and he was right!’.” 

If you want to put Contaldo’s boast to the test, 
try this summer pasta recipe from The Pasta 
Book. 

Pasta Salad with Grilled Peppers 
and Olives 

SERVES 2 


Ingredients 

2 peppers, mixed colours if possible 
200g orecchiette pasta 
Sea salt 

1 firm tomato 

12 black or green olives, stone in 

2 sticks of celery, trimmed 

Vi a bunch of fresh flat-leaf parsley, leaves picked 

4 sprigs of fresh basil, leaves picked 

Extra virgin olive oil 

Juice from 1 lemon 

Method 

Place the whole peppers on a griddle pan over a 
high heat (or under the grill) for about 20 minutes, 
or until blackened all over. Remove to a bowl, 
cover with cling film and cool. 

Meanwhile, cook the orecchiette in a large pan of 


boiling salted water until al dente, then drain and 
refresh under cold water to stop it over-cooking. 
Scrape the blackened skin away from the cooled 
peppers, then deseed and chop the flesh into 1cm 
chunks. 

Quarter the tomato, cut out the seeds and dice the 
flesh. Crush the olives with the palm of your hand, 
pull out and discard the stones, then tear in half. 

Finely slice the celery, then put it all into a large 
bowl. Roughly chop and add the parsley leaves 
and most of the basil leaves. 

Add the orecchiette to the bowl with four 
tablespoons of oil and half the lemon juice. Toss 
well with your hands, then season to taste with salt 
and a squeeze more lemon juice, if needed. Serve 
with a drizzle of oil and a scattering of the reserved 
basil leaves.

ESSEX batsman Tom Westley 
says he’s flattered to be linked 
with an England Ashes call-up but 
believes there are a few players 
ahead of him in the pecking 
order. 

Westley, who has been part of 
the England Performance Pro¬ 
gramme, still harbours ambitions 
of playing for his country but also 
knows that he will have to bide his 
time. 

On Tuesday, Kent club captain 
Rob Key led the calls for Westley 
to be the potential answer to Eng¬ 
land’s Test match side’s top-order 
problem. 

This came after the 26-year-old 
smashed a superb 144 against the 
Aussies in a warm-up match earli¬ 
er this month. 

Mitchell Johnson wasn’t play¬ 
ing, but Nathan Lyon, Mitchell 
Stare and Josh Hazlewood all 
were and Westley tore them 
apart. 

Key, speaking after Essex’s 
innings and 207-run County 
Championship defeat to Kent, 
said: “There is a lad at Essex 
called Tom Westley, who is a very 
good player. 

“He doesn’t have the stats that 
would jump off the page at you, 
but he is someone that should be 
being looked at [for the Ashes]. 

Honour 

Speaking after day two of 
Essex’s County Championship 
clash with Kent at Tunbridge 
Wells, Westley said: “It’s an hon¬ 
our to be mentioned for an Eng¬ 
land call-up, but there are plenty 
of players who are also in with a 
shout. 

“There’s James Vince at Hamp¬ 
shire, Jason Roy at Surrey, Jonny 
Bairstow at Yorkshire, all of them 
are really good players. 

“There are a few options for 
England if they choose to make a 
few changes. 

“I’d obviously love to be part of 
that but there’s a few ahead of 
me. 

“I think I have more of a chance 
of a one-day place than in the Test 
side right now. 

“I want to keep scoring plenty 
of runs in that format first and in 


general for Essex. 

“I had a good turn against the 
Aussies, that was one of my best 
innings at Chelmsford. 

“They had a strong attack out 
and I coped pretty well with it, but 
I am still learning.” 

Essex face a win-or-bust clash 
at Chelmsford in the NatWest T20 
Blast South Group on Friday 
night when Kent are the visitors. 

The Spitfires have already qual¬ 
ified for the knockout stages of the 
tournament as South Group win¬ 
ners and for the Eagles, nothing 


less than a win will do. 

Westley can’t wait for the game, 
adding: “The fans at Chelmsford 
are the best in the country, it’ll be 
a great occasion. 

“We often play our best cricket 
when our backs are against the 
wall. But, we are confident we can 
beat Kent at Chelmsford, being at 
home is always an advantage.” 

The Eagles will be without 
Liam Dawson, however, who was 
recalled by Hampshire from his 
loan spell. 

Dawson, who played four games 


for Essex, returns to the South 
Coast county having made a good 
impact during his time at The 
Essex County Ground, scoring 99 
against Glamorgan in the LV= 
County Championship. 

Head Coach Paul Grayson said: 
“We’re disappointed to lose Daws, 
but we totally understand the 
reasons. 

“In the short time with us, it 
was hopefully good for his form 
and he made a good contribution 
for us as well. 

“We wish him all the best for 


the rest of the season.” 

However, Essex have brought in 
young Middlesex off-spinner Ravi 
Patel on a short-term loan. 

The 23-year-old will join Essex 
for the next two LV=County 
Championship matches.

Club history is made as biggest run chase ends in win

MARIGOLDS skipper Rehman 
Ahmed hailed his side, and in 
particular batsman Ahmed 
Khawaja, as they completed the 
biggest run chase in the club’s 
history. 

Chasing what appeared an 
insurmountable 371-6 from Hut¬ 
ton, the hosts reached the target 
with two balls to spare. 

An incredible 743 runs was 
scored in a match, which finished 
at 7.40pm. 

At the heart of it was the 
unbeaten 158 from Khawaja (pic¬ 
tured right) off just 113 balls, 
including 17 fours and four sixes. 

In a thrilling climax with ten 
needed off the final over, he struck 
a four, ran two and then struck a 
four from the third-from-last ball 
to seal victory. 

Marigolds captain Rehman 
said: “In the club’s history it was 


the biggest ever chase. 

“We were providing support 
but no one was hanging around. 
The way he shepherded the tail 
was fantastic.” 

After winning the toss, Hutton 
asked Harlow to field in hot and 
dry conditions, with the 
Marigolds pitch being a bats¬ 
man’s paradise. 

Hutton captain Hanuma 
Vihari, who plays for Sunrisers 
Hyderabad in the Indian Premier 
League, opened the batting and 
scored 187 runs from just 109 
balls. 

Luke Monger clean bowled 
Daniel Hagger for six, while Mus- 
tanser Meraj claimed opener Alex 
Tredgett’s wicket lbw. 

This brought ex-Harlow profes¬ 
sional, Usman Jan to the crease. 

Vihari and Usman (32) went on 
to build a quick-fire third-wicket 
partnership of 94, before Usman 
was caught sweeping to the 
boundary off the bowling of Ross 
Vasani. 

Vihari then built a 105-run part¬ 
nership with Jack Plom (25). 

The Indian was finally dis¬ 
missed when caught on the mid¬ 
wicket boundary by Khawaja off 
the bowling of Meraj at 280-5. 


But Stuart Feeley (34no) and 
Gregory Spires (41) forced up the 
Hutton total. 

Monger was the pick of Har¬ 
low’s bowlers with 2-67 from ten 
overs. 

In reply, Harlow opener Alan 
Jones was caught behind first 
ball. 

Rehman (65) and opener Hafiz 
Yawar (51) put on 90, but the skip¬ 
per, faced with such a huge target, 
confessed he was told “just treat it 
as a net session” knowing victory 
was highly unlikely. 

Yawar then departed for the 
second match running through a 
run out. 

Cometh the hour 

But cometh the hour, cometh 
the man. 

Khawaja and Rehman rapidly 
put on 50, but after the captain 
was dismissed, the only other con¬ 
tribution came from Monger 
(32). 

But from 151-3 Khawaja refused 
to throw in the towel. 

With some assistance from 
Monger, he took the tally up to 280- 
6. 

He was particularly harsh on 
the Hutton spinners to take the 


hosts ten short with six balls 
left. 

Khawaja cut the first ball for 
four through point, the second 
ball was pulled to deep mid-wicket 
for two, the third was blocked and 
the fourth pulled again, but this 
time into the gap for four to signal 
huge Harlow celebrations. 

Skipper Rehman added: 
“Khawaja can be a bit hit and miss 
sometimes, but when it comes off 
he is fantastic. He was absolutely 
superb.” 

The captain is convinced his 
side can still finish fourth, 
although they now face the top 
four sides on the trot, starting 
with second-placed Southend 
away on Saturday. 

They are also missing bowler 
Luke Heskett (broken toe) and 
batsman Jon Perry (unavailable), 
but bowler Nicky Baxter returns 
after his stag do last weekend, 
ahead of his wedding later this 
summer. 

Rehman added: “This will give 
us confidence and we need it with 
these four games coming up. 

“I believe we are a lot better 
than the rest and I still think we 
can finish fourth or fifth. But it
